thing like $1,600 in currency was 
taken from the bank. 
Ross left the 
building as he had come in, by the 
front door 
He jumped in a car he 
had parked near the curb, and drove 
rapidly across the square, turning 
west on the Jacksboro highway. Bal­ 
dridge reported the robbery immedi­ 
ately. and in a short time a posse 
of 
Chico 
citizens, 
joined 
by 
the 
sheriff’s force from Decatur, were in 
hot pursuit. 
A few- miles out of 
Chico, Ross was seen driving his ca** 
at a hign rate of speed, arid a gun 
battle, in which a number of shots 
were fired took place. 
Ross’ ear be­ 
came fouled, the engine refusing to 
work, and lie abandoned the machine 
and ran into the timber. 
A thoro 
search was made for him, but lie 
eluded 
hi?, 
would-be 
captors, 
and 
sometime in the hight he .slipped in­ 
to his camp tent at the Bridgeport 
dam site where he had been em­ 
ployed. 
Officers, standing near, saw 
Ross entei the tent, and they immed­ 
iately arrested him, and a search of 
the premises disclosed a quantity or 
money hidden in glasses and pepper 
and salt loxes. 
Ross and a woman, 
who 
was oecuping the tent, were 
who was occupying the tent, wefre 
woman d Hied any knowledge of the 
robbery, but in a few days, Ross 
called Sheriff Workman and County 
Attorney Brown to his jail cell and 
told them he was ready to make a 
confession, and would lead them to 
where he had hidden the loot after 
he abandoned his car on the high­ 
way. 
Ross led the officers to a soot 
in the “bleaks” southwest of Chico. 
and at the root of a large oak tree 
the money was found 
“I was drunk at the time, and

Tho man notified Captain Wyatt 
by telephone Tuesday afternoon that 
he wished to see him and ll was 
said that he had some information 
regarding the alleged slayers.

identity was not disclosed by pollee, 
“Stick ’em up!" was the command 
directed at Lewis just before the fu­ 
sillade of shots from the slayers’ 
car.

Two young men in a small 
car like that driven by the slayers

lr* the little palish of Klrkbeau in 
Scotland u>ie 
of America'* greatest 
heroes was born July fi, 1747, 
His 
family name was Paul and he was 
christened John. 
Later in life he 
was to add Jones to hts name and 
become famous as a commander in 
the cont!(.etnaI navy whose brilliant 
achievements 
on 
the 
sea 
rivalled 
thos'i of George Washington on the 
land. 
The 184th 
anniversary 
of 
John 
Pa’uI Jones birthday is marked as a 
date of significance to all 
A rn,T i­ 
tians by the division of information 
and publication of the United States 
G e o r g e 
W ashington 
bicentennial 
commission. 
Every citizen of the 
United 
State* 
has 
reason 
to 
be 
grateful for the services of the first 
great American sea fighter. 
Young 
John 
Paul 
went 
to 
sea 
when he was but 12 years old, and 
at the age of 21 he was captain of a 
trader. 
In 1778 he came to Ameri­ 
ca aud settled on his brother’s plan­ 
tation in Virginia which he had in­ 
herited upon the death of the latter. 
It was hen* th at he first used the 
name Jones. 
When the break between England 
and her colonies widened into actual 
w arfare, Jones applied 
to congress 
for a naval commission which was 
granted in December, 1775. 
That 
month, as a lieutenant in the new 
continental navy, lie la said to have 
hoisted 
villi 
Ills 
own 
hands 
stile 
first 
naval 
flag 
of 
an 
American 
squadron. 
This was the well known 
yellow silk banner with the rattle­ 
snake and tin- warning, “Don’t tread 
on m e!” 
The young officer soon was given 
an independent commission in com­

d e n c e . W i t h a crew of but seventy 
men and a dozen four-pound guns, 
Jon 
became a 
terror 
to British 
shipping, destroying a 
million dol­ 
lars’ worth of enemy property. 
Lat­ 
er, in the “Alfred," he continued his 
work, ea|tu rin g valuable 
munitions 
Intended for Burgoyne. 


Ile was commissioned captain De­ 
tailer IO, 1770. and June 14, 1770, 
was 'ordered to the “Ranger." 
On 
this ship. July 4, he raised the first 
stars 
aud 
stripes 
Mint 
ever 
flew 
from an American warship. 
Iii the 
“Ranger” he carried to France the 
news of Burgoyne’* surrender and 
received the first salute ever given 
the United States flag by a fr^eign 
fleet. 
From Fiance Jones sailed to the 
north

W hitehaven, 
spiked 
the 
British gans, burned some shipping

called on Jones to surrender.

ply he received the terse statement 
“I have not yet beg Ult to fight.” 
Ut­ 
terly dismryed at such courage, the 
Englishman struck his colors. 
Jone< 
transferred his crew to the “Sera­ 
phim^ and the “Bon Homme Rich­ 
ard ,” donijvlefiiely shattered, sunk to 
her glorious grave. 
jAftor the revolution 
John 
Paul 
Jones en’cred the service of Cath­ 
erine of Russia where he again re ­ 
vealed his remarkable courage and 
ability as a sea fighter. 
Being th? 
jrictim of intrigues by jealous Rus­ 
sian officers, Jones left that country 
and wont to France where be died 
July 18, 1792. 
In 1905 his body was 
located and identified by the Ameri­ 
can am bassador to France, 
It was 
I fought to this country and interred 
with

honors 
at

United 
States Naval Academy at Annapolis.
